inclxjdes 3 duty to di^olofis to tJ2.© Office all information knQ-wn to that iadividu?il to be 
Tns.terial to patentability ^ defined in this section. The duty to disclose informatlcin e^dstfj 
with respect to eath pending cl^im until the claim is canceled or wittidrawn from 
consideration, or th^ appiiot^tion feccomes abandoned- Infom'jation material to the 
patmtability of a daim tnat is canceled or witlidrawn frorrj consideration nead net bs 
submitted if the information is not material to the patentability of any claim remaimng 
under consideration in the application.
